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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, 

Applicant's recites the filter receiving "an input signal" and the control signal 
receiving "an input signal", it is not if the input is are the same signals or are separate 
and distinct signals, thereby claims 1 and 6 are indefinite and ambiguous. 

Regarding claims 5 and 9, 

It is not clear how a circuit "uses software", the claims have been interpreted in 
light of the specifications, which particularly defines structure to gain access of the 
stored program (software), however the recited limitation "uses software" does not 
define any structure. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: applicant has failed to 
establish a structural connectivity or relationship between the control-signal generator 
and the filter circuit. The claim as interpreted by the examiner establishes a relationship 
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between elements (A) consisting of the filter circuit and the laser driver circuit and also 
establishes a relationship between elements (B) consisting of the control-signal 
generator and the time constant circuit, however no relationship exist between elements 
(A) and (B). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Schrodinger (US 2004/0081212). 
Regarding claim 6 and 7, 

Figure 1 illustrates a laser driver circuit (10) a capacitor (Cpar) [applicant's filter], 
control signal (VDAt) for controlling the transistor (T1) and (T2) [applicant's control 
signal generator] and current 14 formed by transistor (T4) and (T5) [applicant's current 
compensation]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
